the Russo-Japanese war, the: bank has ex: 
| tenced its sphere to Manchuria, and establish- 
| ed branches in the important cities there, | and 
dhe has meant the outlay of considerable sums, 
in consideration of which the board of directors 
has had under consideration a'scheme: for the 
increase of capital; but the attitude ‘of the 
Goverament and the present fi financial situation 
‘do not allow of the immediate carrying out of 
,tuch a proposal. This has’ made it Becessary 
for the bank to lessen the amount of money 
advanced, and, as stated ‘yesterday, during last 
month the bank contracied the maximum term 
allowed for the redempiicn -of drafts from 9? 
days to 30 days. The Kobe paper explaing that 
it is well known thal the Specie Bank enjoys 
the privilege of drawing money from the Bank 
of Japan at a low rate-ol interest, with which, 
facilities are granted to Japanese inerchants. 
The marked: increase of the foreign ‘trade of 
| Japas of late years “has caused the funds re- 
-L-quired- by the-bank-to-expand yearly, and this 
demand for funds has beeo greatly enhanced 
by the exces: shown of late in imports over 
exports, It is pointed out that the Specie Bank 
can draw on the Bank of- Japan, | but such a 
large amount as that required cannot be 
drawn:without causing ao excessive expan- 
sion of the money ig circulation and other: 
wise disturbing the financial situation. For 


‘| this reason the special Privilege cannat be 


availed of as extensively as desired, and the 
term ‘allowed’ for the fall-ng duc of drafts .in 
| general has been cootracied to one-thifd, a 

course which i is inevit ible for the fa‘l protection 
of the bank's interests. ‘This course has natural. 
ly ‘dealt a heavy = dlow to those: Japanese ‘mer:

on the facilities afforded by the Specie Bank. 


| Owing to the ‘depression in business since: 


the latter half of last year, the sile of imported 
merchandise bas been very unsatisfactory, and 
Any merchants have failed 10 dispose of their 
goods within the time the drafts havé matured. 
Now such.meérchants are placed in antill worse 
position by being compelled to find the money 
two ‘months earlier than before. Most of the 
banks are pessimistic as. to the outlook for 
imported goods, and now hesitate to ‘afford 
furtter facilities, and, the holders of such 
‘merchand:se, with the exception of those 
of highest standing, are experiencing, much 
difficulty in meeting their obligations, Export 
merchants are not in much better case. For 
instance, Chinese, merchants depending upon 
a long-established uange have been placed in a 


very difficult position in their transactions with : 


customers in China, aod, many of: them, it is 
‘said, have been compelled to go to foreign 
binks, Our. Japanese ‘contemporaries point 
out thatthe action taken by the Sprcie Bank 
is the result of a want of funds, and the only 
remedy av.ilable is. an increase of capital, 
Merchants engaged in foreign trade are nature.
